SEOUL, Korea WV-Frenzied Chi- 


nese suicide troops with demolition 
charges tried to blow a hole in the 
Allied defenses on White Horse 
Mountain tonight. South Korean 
gunfire mowed them down short of 
their target. 


A front line Allied officer said 


about half a dozen fanatical Reds 
charged up the north slope in com- 
plete disregard of their own lives. 


They fell with their charges un- 


exploded. 


At the same time two Chinese 


platoons jumpeed off in a futile at- 
tack. The South Koreans drove 
them back, then .launched an as- 
sault of their own. At last report 
they were pushing up the slope of 
one of three knobs the Reds cap- 
tured earlier in the day. 


As the savage battle for White 


Horse entered its eighth day the 
South Koreans were in firm control 
of the commanding crest.

47 Thunderjets Make Longest, 
2,500 Mile, Over-water Flight 


AN AIR BASE, Northern Japan 


ffl—Forty seven U. S. F84G Thun- 
derjets flew here from Midway Is- 
land today in the longest over wa- 
ter flight ever made by single-en- 
gined jet fighter aircraft. 


At the end of the lonesome 2,500 


mile trip the flight leader, Col. 
Donald J. M. Blakeslee, declared: 


"With enough refueling you could 


fly, a Thunderjet nonstop around the 
world." 


The jets were timed at six hours 


and two minutes, an average speed 
of about 460 miles an hour. 


Twenty-eight others are due in 


tomorrow. That will end the second 
mass flight of jets from the U. S. 
to Japan.

At least four of the pilots had 


only minutes of fuel left. The tanks 
of one jet ran dry as the pilot tax- 
ied down the runway. 


One plane turned bftck because 


of- engine trouble. 


B29 tanker planes refueled the 


jets over th« Pacific. 


The jets, the 27th Fighter-Escort 


Wing from Texas, replace the 31st 
which has been on duty in the air 
defense of Japan three months.

Employ- 
eers throughout the soft coal indus- 
try have taken the position that, 
although they are ready and will- 
ing to pay the higher wages, they 
may not do so~ until the govern- 
ment approves the pay raise. 


The Wage Stabilization Board in 


Washington is considering the in- 
crease, which brings the basic 
miner's wage' to $18.25 a day, but 
probably won't decide for several 
days yet whether the increase is 
inflationary or not. 


The increase was effective Oct 


1 arid it seemed clear more and 
more miners will join the strike 


when their paychecks appear with- 
out the added money. However, 
some payrolls won't be due- for at 
least 10 days from now, making 
a complete strike unlikely for a 
while. 


It was taken for granted by

tion, tried sawing their way ; to 
freedom, one of the hostages said. 
But they gave up in their escape 
attempt when their makeshift hack- 
saws failed them. 


Shouting defiance to prison df- 


ficials, the rebellious band pro- 
ceeded to break up portions of the 
wing. But a preliminary examina- 
tion of the cell block showed that 
there" was no serious damage. 


The door to the wing was forced 


partially open by correction offi- 
cers, and one of them managed to 
squirm through. He was covered 
by submachine-gun fire.

Corkle said the. convicts were try- 
ing "to gain' public sympathy for 
the,, men in- segregation as a result 
of the previous riots." Reports also 


circulated that the convicts rioted 
in a demand for better living con- 
ditions, including television. 


.One of the wounded convicts was 


reported in serious condition iri the 
prison hospital. He was shot in the 
chest. The other received only a 
superficial -wound in the 
hand,

STEVENSON TO 
DEAL HARSHLY 
ON CORRUPTION 
IF HE'S ELECTED 


By JACK' BELL 


MIAMI, Fla. OPt—Gov. Adlai E. 


Stevenson promised today to deal 
"ruthlessly" with corruption in 
government if he is elected pres- 
ident. • 


The Illinois governor brought 


his campaign into politically doubt- 
ful Florida today after New Or- 
leans recorded mixed reaction last 
night to his firm stand for civil 
rights legislation and against giv- 
ing the states title to the oil-rich 
submerged coastal lands. 


Barging into the tough issues 


Republicans have raised against 
him, the Democratic presidential 
nominee likened Miami's cleanup 
action in gambling scandals to 
steps he had taken in Illinois. He 
promised to "follow the same pat- 
tern of action in "Washington," if 
he wins on Nov. 4. 


Touched By Scandal 


"You have heen touched by" 


scandals bred by an unsavory alli- 
ance between a national criminal 
syndicate and the semi-legitimate 
operators who cluster around the 
fringes of the entertainment busi- 
ness," Stevenson said in a talk 
prepared for a party rally at Bay 
Front Park. 


"But I was pleased to see that 


you have learned the practical 
lesson taught me in my time as 
governor of Illinois—that corrup- 
tion will not wait for leisurely at- 
tention. 


"It must be attacked by those in 


authority and it must be ruthlessly 
rooted out before it has a chance to 
fester 
and spread through the 


whole of our political system." 


Gen. Dwight Eisenhower, the 


Republican presidential nominee, 
has made alleged corruption in 
government one of his chiefttalk- 
ing points in the campaign. Other 
Republicans have aimed barbs at 
Stevenson 
for 
disclosures 
that 


horsemeat was sold as beef in 
Illinois and that state tax stamps 
were counterfeited. 


Stevenson said he knew that 


honest criticism "could b'e made of 
the Democratic national adminis- 
tration. 


"I claim that our Democratic 


leaders are and have been pretty 
good human beings—but I make 
no claim to Infallibility on the^r 
behalf." 


Contrast With Depression 


As he did in campaigning in 


Oklahoma and Louisiana yester- 
day, the Illinois governor empha- 
sized what he said were Democrt- 
ic contributions to the country's 
prosperity. He called attention to 
the difference between conditions 
now and in the depression of 20 
years ago when the Republicans 
'were in power. 


This approach, linked with his 


advocacy of civil rights and his 
opposition to state ownership of 
the submerged coastal lands left 
Democrats in Louisiana wondering 
if he had helped or hurt his 
chances of obtaining that state's 
10 electoral votes. Louisiana gave 
its 10 votes to the States Rights 
ticket in 1948. 


Florida has eight electoral votes 


and Eisenhower has been bidding 
strongly to break into the South by 
carrying that state. 


In Nashville Tonight 


The core of Stevenson's argu- 


ment was that despite Democratic 


mistakes the voter should make 
lis decision by measuring the 
world as he knows U today against 
what it was 20 years ago.

Mustered Weak Cheer 


In an area where the civil rights 


issue is politically touchy, he said 
flatly he stands on the Democrat- 
ic platform's declaration for the 
elimination of racial discrimina- 
tion and for a change in the Sen- 
ate rules which have allowed fili- 
busters to kill civil rights bills. 


The crowd mustered only a weak 


cheer for this statement. 


Stevenson's own entourage en- 


countered a civil rights problem 
when James Hicks, Negro report- 
er for the Afro-American news- 
papers in New York, 'Newark, Phil- 
adelphia. Washington and Rich- 
mond, Va., quit the accompanying 
press corps when he was denied 
a room at the Roosevelt Hotel 
where other reporters stayed. 


William Flanagan, 
Stevenson's 


information director, said the nom- 
inee knew nothing about the in- 
cident. He reminded reporters that 
Stevenson hajl nothing to do with 
operation of ihe hotel.

ment he or she appears, it is a 
demonstration of character that is 
never false. There is no security 
so much to be depended upon as 
character. The elder J. P. Morgan 
once stated that he'often loaned 
upon this one thing where he 
would not loan upon mere material 
security. 


It is a wonderful thing to so live 


that people will see trust and in- 
tegrity in your very eyes and face. 
There is unwritten wealth recorded 
there. If "you daily dispense love 
and influence, you are among the 
rich of this earth!

MISTAKES WITH WINTER 
MULCHES 
F arm ers, orchardists, vegetable 
and 
sm all 
fruit gardeners, 
and 
ornam ental 
plant 
grow ers 
often 
turn the potential benefits of win­ 
ter m ulching into channels of loss 
because they do not stop first to 
consider why protective mulching 
is practiced And alm ost invariably 
their failure to understand the ba­ 
sic “ why” of the task leads to the 
m ajor m istake of applying mulch 
too early. In fact, the "w hy” and 
the "w hen" and the "w hat” of win­ 
ter m ulching are m atters which 
cannot safely be left to habit or 
guess-work. 
W inter m ulches are not used for 
"overcoat” purposes They are not 
intended to keep plants w arm . In 
m ost cases the exact opposite is 
true —- winter m ulches are em ­ 
ployed to keep the ground frozen 
and 
thereby 
prevent 
alternate 
freezing and thawing. This im por­ 
tant 
truth 
im m ediately 
suggests 
that such mulches should not be 
applied until after the ground is 
frozen 
Logically if winter m ulching is 
necessary 
chiefly 
to 
keep 
the 


ground frozen, the kind of m ate­ 
rials assum es a vital role. Any 
mulch th at packs down and be­ 
comes sodden will not serve. It 
m ay conceivably injure the plants 
it is intended to help. Thus, in al­ 
most all m ulching roles the m ate­ 
rial should be light and airy, such 
as straw or m arsh hay. This type 
of mulch perm its air to circulate 
and at the sam e tim e it shades the 
soil surface and prevents thaw ing 
after the ground is once frozen. As 
a result heaving is greatly de­ 
creased. 
Because this subject would re ­ 
quire m any pages to discuss in 
detail, the following general recom ­ 
m endations are- offered: 
Do 
not 
m ulch 
over-wintering 
plants where heaving has not been 
injurious in previous years. 
D rainage tp elim inate standing 
surface w ater and to keep the w a­ 
ter table low in the soil over win­ 
ter 1s often m ore im portant than 
protective mulching. 
Rhododendrons, mountain laurel, 
and azaleas are usually m ulched 
with hardwood forest leaves in e a r­ 
ly fall or late sum m er to conserve 
soil m oisture and keep the soil* 
acid. Such m ulches are continued 
over winter without regard to the 
protective factor. 
Straw berries are mulches not on­ 
ly to ‘prevent heaving but to pro­ 
tect the som ew hat delicate crown 
buds from low tem peratures.

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Freedom Train, Pennsylvania 
Week Special Were Brought 
To Gettysburg Over Reading 


This is the eleventh and final 


installment in a series of articles 
on railroading in Adams County. 


The rails of the G and H carried 


two more "passenger" trains after 
regular service was abandoned, 
however. Tne first was the "Free- 
dom Train" special, which thrilled 
thousands with its visit here on 
November 18 and 19, 1948. On Oc- 
tober 23, 1950. Gettysburg was the 
last stop, before returning to Har- 
risburg, 
for the "Pennsylvania 


Week" special, with a galaxy of 
movie and radio stars, "Miss 
Pennsylvania," and high ranking 
state officials, including Governor 
James H. Duff, now U. S. senator 
from Pennsylvania. Mr. Fleagle 
was the conductor on the "Penn- 
sylvania Week Special."

Was Court Order 


The 
Gettysburg Times of Au- 


gust 1, 1923, claimed that the 
"Stop, Look and Listen" signs on 
all the nation's railroads actually 
originated In Gettysburg. 


Col. J. C. Fuller, vice president 


and manager of The Gettysburg 
and Harrisburg lines, was in court, 
and heard a judge state that a 
defendant must "stop, look and 
listen" before crossing 
railroads. 


Fuller was impressed and put up 
a "stop, look and listen" sign here 
and then at all crossings of the 
G and H. Other railroads followed 
suit and on July 23, 1891, the 
Pennsylvania legislature made it 
compulsory in Pennsylvania. Other 
states soon followed suit. 


Adams County for several years 


had another railroad, the East 
Berlin Railroad, organized in 1876. 
The company operated a line sev- 
en and a quarter miles in length

The 
latter company was incorporated 
on July 16, 1877, to take over the 
railroads, franchises, etc., of the 
South Mountain Iron Company, 
sold under 
foreclosure proceed- 


ings June 14, 1877, to Thomas B. 
Kennedy. 


The South Mountain Iron Com- 


pany constructed its railroad in 
1868-69 from a junction with the 
Cumberland Valley Railroad at 
Carlisle to Pine Grove Furnace. 
The portion from Hunter's Run to 
Pine Grove Furnace, eight miles, 
was leased to the Hunter's Run 
and Slate Belt Railroad Company. 


The date of organization of the 


South Mountain Iron Company is 
unknown, according to corporate 
histories in the offices of the Read- 
ing Company in Philadelphia.

Railroad Is Dissolved 


The final chapter in the East 


Berlin Railroad's history was writ- 
,en in 1942 when Judge W. C. 
Sheely, president judge of 
the 


Adams County Court of Common 
Pleas, signed an order of disso— 
ution and appointed William P. 
Baker of Abbottstown as receiver. 


Early in March of that year the 


railroad had obtained permission 
from the Public Utility Commission 
of Pennsylvania to surrender its 
charter. 


Soon after its dissolution, during, 


World War n, the rails were sold 
:or scrap iron, and another rail- 
road passed out of existence. 


In 1916 an extension of the West- 


ern Maryland Railroad northward 
through East Berlin, to meet an 
extension of the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad across the Susquehanna, 
was proposed by officials of the 
two roads. 


The plan, which never material- 


ized, called for the Lehigh Valley 
to extend a line either from Mt. 
Carmel or through Pottsville to 
Blackwood, to and across the Sus- 
quahanna, and the Western Mary- 
land to build a new line from East 
Berlin north through Carlisle to 
join the Lehigh Valley extension. 


Gettysburg and Adams County 


today have excellent rail connec- 
tions and freight service, but no 
passenger service. Buses and pri- 
vate automobiles have replaced 
the old coaches, and even the 
"iron horse" is being crowded out 
on the freight trains by the less 
romantic but more efficient and 
powerful Diesel locomotives. 


The front yard flower gardens 


which attractively irame and dec- 
orate so many new ranch-type 
houses throughout our country can 
display flowers in bloom during 
seven to eight months every year.. 


Annual flowers alone will provide 


color for early summer until the 
winter freeze-up; but for flowers 
before the annuals bloom it will 
be necessary to plant fall bulbs'. 
For almost six spring weeks tulips 
will provide a variety of coloring 
which not even June can surpass, 
provided all the available kinds of 
tulips are used. 


Early tulips have clear bright 


colors, with blossoms held firmly on 
strong stems 1 -to 9 inches tall. 'All 
flowers of a variety are the same 
height and blossom at the same 
time. They are intended to be plant- 
ed in masses, 4 to 6 inches apart, 
and when they bloom there is no 
doubt of their effect in the garden 
display. 


Before the early tulips flower, 


species tulips bloom. They are wild 
flowers native to eastern Europe. Red 
Emperor, one of the largest of all 
tulips, is the most popular variety. 
Following the larly tulips and over- 
lapping with their season come a 
class known as Triumph tulips, hy- 
brids produced by crossing Darwin 
and Early varieties. Before they fade 
the Darwin tulips begin, and usual- 
ly their flowers last until June. 


Early tulips include both single 


and double varieties, both bred for 
mass planting in formal patterns 
These are the flowers to use to 
border paths, in parkways, or cor- 
ner beds. The tall late tulips, o 
which Darwins are only one type 
are best planted in the border when 
there is a background for them, ar 
ranged with 5 to 25 bulbs of on 
"vamL,y iu a. group. All tulips—ar 
most effective when the colors o 
adjoining groups are in strong con 
trast, blue-violets separating red 
and yellows, and the pinks groupe 
with pale yellow and lilac varieties 
to bring out then- coloring. 


It is impossible to plan an effec- 


tive tulip display without studying 
the several tulip clans which bloom 
last. These are not all Darwms, 
though often so classified in gar- 
den conversation. Each clan has 
unique qualities, the Darwins soft

The newest tulip varietie* are 


ound among named varieties of 
'arrot tulips, and tall, late flower-

Late double 
ulips rival peonies in site arid 
seauty, while the parrots can fairly 
>e compared to orchids, in size and 
jolor brilliance.

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black locust s*rv*a aa a good ax- 
ample. Spacing 6 by 6 feet, which 
is' recommended, allows approxi- 
mately 1,200 trees per acre. Suppose 
a farmer planted only one acre of 
land to this tree each year, by the 
time trees of the first acre reached 
marketable size as fencing posts, 
which is from 12 to 15 years, he 
would have posts .from 1,200 trees 
moving to market annually. Fig- 
ured in cold dollars and cents this 
is a better Investment than any 
other phase of farming ever de- 
vised. Any person who doubts this 
statement should price black lo- 
cust poets at his local urban deal- 
er's lumber yard. 


Similar opportunities are at hand 


in growing persimmon, dogwood, 
hickory, black walnut, ash and sev- 
eral other hardwood trees whose 
timbers are in wide demand for 
special purposes. 


Flanting costs are not high.

OPPORTUNITIES 


Largely because Americans are 


inly a few. generations away from 
lioneers who hewed a nation from 
i virgin forest, we are unable or 
unwilling to recognize the urgency 
or a sound program of rebuilding 
our forests on a plain, workable 
act -that timber is a farm cash 
crop. If land owners^ could once 
realize that they may'enjoy great- 
er cash returns from an acre of 
salable timber than from a com- 
parable acre of potatoes, wheat or 
other commonly grown revenue 
crop, we should soon emerge from 
our present dangerous position of 
national dependence on 
outside 


sources for several vital forest prod- 
ucts. 


And although there are many ex- 


cellent timber trees suitable for 
forestry "cash cropping" purposes,

sprouts from native stands." Too, 
this tree is easily grown from seed 
in well drained garden beds. Hick- 
ory and black walnut trees ^are 
easily grown from nuts.

states maintain nurseries 
from 


which citizens may purchase trees 
at cost. 


In the production of timber for 


paper pulp Americans are offered 
an opportunity that may ultimately 
decide the retention of our liberty. 
Scarcely is a prophet's vision nec- 
essary in the light of current events 
to know that if we ever, lose our 
cherished liberty of the press it will 
occur when a strpngly centralized 
government on Washington seizes 
on the excuse that paper and pupl 
imports should be controlled during 
time of war. Right at this hour 
the executive powers of federal 
government could throttle freedom 
of the press through import regula- 
tions. Americans find their most 
potent weapon of defense against 
this danger in gjrowong a supply of 
pulp wood within our borders ade 
quate to render us independent o 
outside sources. We do not have 
that independence today.^ 


Growing timber to meet our na- 


tional building requirements, for 
making many essential wood prod- 
ucts, and for feeding our vast 
paper mills - is npt and never will 
be a task for that non-existent 


we flippantly and foolishly call "the 
government." It is the' patriotic 
duty of every individual clUien. 
And the farmer bears a double 
oad of trns~ responsibility because 
ic controls the only medium—soil. 
Too, 
his is the great incentive be*- 


cause he may and should; adopt 
timber as one of his chief cash 
crops. 


Many farmers are growing wheat 


or corn or potatoes or other'^feed 
or food crop year after V<fftt> at 
losses or at slim margins of prof- 
it. And almost every farm in this 
part of the country has at least 
a few idle acres of land admirably 
suitable for timber growing". ''Why 
cannot the profit incentive, 'the 
patriotic responsibility, and the in- 
herent jAmerican spirit of Getting- 
Things-Done be linked up, into . a 
nationwide program of productive 
action? 


MISTAKES WITH WINTER 


MULCHES 


Farmers, orchardists, vegetable 


and small 
ornamental 


fruit gardeners, and 
plant growers often 


iurn the potential benefits of win- 
ter mulching into channels of losts 
because they do not stop first to 
consider why protective mulching 
is practiced. And almost invariably 
then- failure to understand the ba- 
sic "why"~of"the taskneads'to the 
major mistake of applying mulch 
too early. In fact, the "why" and 
the "when" and the "what" of whi- 
ter mulching are matters which 
cannot safely be left to habit or 
guess-work. 


Winter mulches are not vised for 


"overcoat" purposes. They are no' 
intended to keep plants warm. In 
most cases the exact opposite is 
true — winter mulches are em 
ployed to keep the ground frozen 
and 
thereby 
prevent 
alternate 


freezing and thawing. This ^impor 
tant truth immediately suggests 
that such jnulches should not -be 
applied until after the ground 
frozen.

necessary 
chiefly to keep th

Any 
mulch that packs down and be- 
comes sodden will not serve. It 
may conceivably injure 'the plants 
t is'"intended to help. Thus, in al- 
most all mulching roles th* mate- 
rial should-toe light and airy, such 
as straw or -marsh hay. This type 
of mulch permits air to circulate 
and at the same time it shades the 
soil surface and prevents thawing 
after" the" ground is once frozen. As 
a ' result heaving is greatly de- 
creased. 
, Because this subject would re- 
quire many pages to discuss in 
detail,*'the following general recom- 
mendations are- offered: 


Do 
not mulch over-wintering 


slants where heaving has not been 
njurious in previous, years. 
; Drainage tft eliminate standing 
surface water and to keep the wa- 
;er table low in the soil over win- 
ner is often more important than 
protective mulching. 


Rhododendrons, mountain laurel, 


and azaleas are usually mulched 
with hardwood forest leaves in ear- 
ly fall or late summer to conserve 
soil moisture and, keep the soils 
acid. Such mulches are continued 
over winter without regard to the 
protective factor. 


Strawberries are mulches not on- 


ly to "prevent heaving but to pro- 
tect the somewhat delicate crown 
buds from low temperatures. For 
this purpose straw or hay is ap-. 
plied over the rows after the tem- 
perature has dropped once to_gft 
degrees F. and before-it goes low- 
er. Early December is usually the 
proper time. 


Fall-planted onions winter safely 


without mulching if heft vine does 
not occur.. However, a light, airy 
mulch is usually beneficial. • 


Few hardy trees need any win- 


ter, protection. 
TIM practice1, of 


mounding roll up around trees and 
shrubs in the fall seldom serves 
any beneficial purpose except to 
promote good drainage.
